Kamphaeng Phet National Museum 
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| Phet National Museum houses ancient objects d'art and artifacts from different 

n and Lop Buri eras. Fascinating displays of ancient ornaments range from reliefs, 
is, and heads of Buddha statues to sculptures of celestial beings used to decorate 
i bases. Open Wednesday-Sunday from 9.00 am - 4.00 pm. Admission is 100 baht. 
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Kamphaeng Phet Chaloem Phrakiat Museum 
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Kamphaeng Phet ChaloKamphaeng Phet Chaloem Phrakiat Museum; also known as 
Thai House Museum. Elegant replicas of traditional Thai houses, hosting an exhibition about 
local and regional history and lifestyle. In addition, there is a moral education centre operating 
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on Sunday where students in the province are taught and trained how to make handicrafts | 
such as carving and making a garland, as well as about Buddhism and etiquette. | 
Open daily 9 AM - 4:30PM. | 
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| God Shiva's Shrine 
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This shrine to the Hindu god Shiva appears to date from the early sixteenth century. It was apparently 
erected under the direction of a Governor appointed from Ayutthaya. While the shrine was created long 
after Buddhism had taken a rm hold in ancient Siam, the old Hindu deities were still revered as guardian 
spirits, and the Shiva shrine was apparently intended to watch over the city. The statue on display in the 
open-air shrine today is a copy of the original bronze, which is now on display in the Kamphaeng Phet National Museum. In the 1930s a German 
missionary sawed off the head and hands of the statue. Fortunately, the missionary and the body parts were found in Bangkok before they had 

a chance to leave the country. The parts were welded back on the statue, and that's when the original was moved to the museum for safe-keeping. 
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Wat Thep Molee 
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Wat Thep Molee is also called Wat Luang Poh Moh, this small temple is very important for 
Kampheng Phet people because of its Buddha, the Luang Poh Molee from Ayutthaya period. 
Very sacred, people believe he has powers such as power to stop the rain.

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Wat Bang 
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Wat Bang is a temple located in the middle of the city of Kamphaeng Phet. 

No real information was available, nor did we see anyone here. A large seated 

Buddha image name is the Sum Kor KamphaengPhet located outside to the back of the Ubosot covered 
by a roof and a relief image is located next to it. As with other historic cities, like Ayutthaya we grouped 
ancient temples and those still in use together. Luang Phor Phet Buddha, Wat Bang is landmark

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Pheng Thao Kong Ma Shrine

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Wat Phra Kaeo of Kamphaeng Phet 
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Wat Phra Kaeo is located in the center of Kamphaeng Phet town, this temple is part of the World Heritage ancient 
monument complex within the Park. Wat Phra Kaeo comprises a principal chedi on a base surrounded by elephants, 
wihara, mondop, chapel, and pagoda, all enclosed by a laterite wall.

On 25 January 1967 King Rama IX and Queen Sirikit 
travelled to Khanphaeng Phet province and planted 
Teak trees in front of Khampheang Phet Town Hall. 
The right side teak tree was planted by our King 
and the left side was planted by our Queen. 
Kamphaeng Phet governor ordered to put King 
Rama IX and Queen Sirikit in front of Teak Trees. 

At the same time teak tree stems were distributed 
to plant all over this province. 


Khampheang Phet's Shrine of the City Pillar is 
assumed to be established in the period of 

King Maha Thammaracha | (Lithai) who ruled 
Khampheang Phet City. It is made of round 
laterite and about 2 meters off the ground. 
Khamphaeng Phet City is a blessed name 

which means a secure city like a city surrounded 
by forti cations made from diamond. 
Khamphaeng Phet's Shrine of the City Pillar is 
in harmony with security and steadiness, 
therefore, it is better to make a wish about 
habitations, occupations, lost things, the beloved. 
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
